have no fear of their taxes being ex­ 
cessive next year or for any of tile 
four years covered by the new quad­ 
rennial appraisem ent of real estate 
is brought out by a careful Investiga­ 
tion of the fai ts by local people in ter­ 
ested In Salem realty. 
The reason 
that there is no need for fear in this 
direction lies in the probability that 
Salem 's tax rate next year will be 
about 20.4 mills instead of 40.1 mills 
as it was last year. 
The method by which these figures 
are secured is easily explained. Tile 
total valuation of real and personal 
property In Salem lust y ear was $3, 
091,760, while the total amount rais 
ed in the city by taxation, for all 
purposes, was $124,909.12. 
By divid­ 
ing this latter am ount by the former, 
the rate of taxation is given, which 
was 40.4, 
T he law provides that under the 
lures in the city will more than take 
new appraisem ent 
ti 
per 
cent 
ad­ 
ditional may be added to the total 
am ount to be raised 
by 
taxation 
which would therefore advance the 
total of this am ount for next year 
to about $132,423.77. 
The new stru c­ 
tures in the city will m ore than take 
care of this 6 per cent advance. 
The new appraisem ent of realty, ex­ 
clusive of th at owned 
by 
corpor­ 
ations, totals $3,493,439. 
The 
pet 
son a1 property assessm ent of the city 
is $ 1,568.020. 
Realty owned by cor­ 
porations will

The total

three amounts, therefore, will show 
a tax duplicate of about $5,500,000 for 
Salem. 
Divide the amount

next year is secured, which will be 
about 20.4 mills, which m eans that 
although real property values are in­ 
creased by 
the appraisers the net 
taxes will be no higher, and in m a n y 
instances not as high as heretofore.

were possible for assessors 
to list ail the personal property of 
the city which by

color and still show In delicate green 
tracery after the rest of Hie leaf is 
apparently dead. 
In the advance stages the trunks >. 
the trees 
are perforated with 
tiny 
holes of about the same diam eter a-* 
a 
medium 
sized 
darning 
needle. 
Flecks of fine white sawdust on the 
bark indicate that the holes are of 
recent origin and the work of some 
m inute animal life. 
Few trees iii .Sa­ 
lem 
have yet reached 
the advance 
stages. 
T he letter from II. 
A. 
Gossard, 
entomologist at the experim ent sta­ 
tion, which was received by the Can­ 
ton people, is in part: 
"I judge that your maple Hee- are 
dying from bacterial blight

minute Insects, chiefly 
aphids or plant lice, and tin* young 
of Jasslds or leaf hoppers.

prevention that I can suggest would 
lie to spray the trees very thoroughly
